The closest prior art of McCoy (U. S. Patent 6,526,575) teaches multimedia 
distribution and broadcast systems and related processes are provided for transmitting 
multimedia contents and control information from a central uplink facility to a remote 
downlink via a satellite. The display arrangements of the multimedia sequences are 
varied and customized by each downlink facility using the control information in order to 
better inform and entertain viewers. 

In regarding to independent claims 1,17, 23, 39 and 47, McCoy taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
simultaneously distributing a plurality of the registered content items when selected by a 
plurality of content purchaser, and determining whether the additional content item can 
be registered for distribution by determining if there is a conflict between the distribution 
parameters of the additional content item and distribution parameter of previously 
registered content items.
